Underground member 
speaks on Holocaust

After the Germans invaded 
the Netherlands during World 
War II, they captured an impor- 
tant anti-Nazi Dutchman. Seek- 
ing information, the Germans 
kept the man alive, But every 
year, at Christmas time, they 
sent his wife a present — one of 
her husband's fingers. 

This woman was one of the 
first and strongest members of 
the Dutch underground that Jim 
Vanderpol remembers. Mr. Van- 
derpol, a teen-ager during the 
war, spent two and a half years 


in the underground, struggling 
for his safety, his supper and his 
sanity. 

Tonight, Thursday, at 6 p.m., 
he will speak about his experi- 
ences as part of a Holocaust 
Remembrance Day service at 
South Church on Central Street. 

Although more than 100,000 of 
the 6 million European Jews 
killed during World War II were 
from the Netherlands, Mr. Van- 
derpol said he doesn’t exclusive- 
ly link the term holocaust with 
the German-spawned genocide.

“We should see the Holocaust as an on- 
going Holocaust. What is happening in Okla- 
homa is a holocaust; what is happening in 
Africa is a holocaust; what’s happening in 
Ireland (and) in the Middle East is a holo- 
caust,” he said. “People of (the younger) gen- 
eration have to be made to think about it ina 
way that is useful for the future. What can I 
learn from it?” 

To Mr. Vanderpol, the Holocaust is not 
defined as crimes by members of one race 
against another. It is crimes by members of 
the human race against each other. 

Death sentence 

Those crimes began for the Dutch with 
the swift German takeover of the Nether- 
lands, Because he was a member of the Boy 
Scouts, the teen-aged Mr. Vanderpol was 
pressed into duty when the well-informed 
Nazis invaded. His task was to tell family 
members that their husband, son, brother or 
father had been killed. 

“Some people would not say anything. 
They would just sort of half faint. Some 
would get mad at me,” he said. “I was 15 so | 
was not exactly prepared for this.” 

The people of Holland were not prepared 
for what was to come. 

“The humor, kind of a sad humor, was the 
first week (of occupation) we didn’t have 
school so we were happy,” said Mr. Vander- 
pol. “Our family’s big concern was to call the 
resort where we were going to go for a long 
weekend and cancel our reservation.” 

Mr. Vanderpol’s father, a businessman on 
trip to Belgium, was caught behind the Ger- 
man lines and was refused re-entry by the 
soldiers. But he was not terribly concerned, 
said Mr. Vanderpol. 

“He just thought he’d wait a couple of 
months and then get back” because the war 
would be over, said Mr. Vanderpol. “We nev- 
er saw him again.” 

In 1946, Mr. Vanderpol’s father died sleep- 
ing in an American bed, shortly after his 
wife and two sons had called with the good 
news they soon would join him in America, 

Separated from the elder Mr. Vanderpol, 
Mrs. Vanderpol and her two sons dealt with 
the German occupation themselves. 

According to Jim Vanderpol, the Germans 
exerted their influence subtly at first, alter- 
ing what was taught in school. Soon, howev- 
er, stop signs were replaced by halt signs and 
radios were confiscated and outlawed. The 
Germans were eliminating outside influ- 
ences on the Dutch people. 

“T remember our history text, which was 
200 pages, was cut down to 100. They didn’t 
like our whole history,” said Mr. Vanderpol. 
“More and more, anything they didn’t like 
was punishable by death.” 

Potatoes and famine 

What the Germans did like was the 
Netherlands’ four-year supply of food. Mr. 
Vanderpol said they sent transport cars full 
of food back to Germany, bearing the mis- 
leading banner “Gifts of the Dutch people to 
their German friends.” 

Beans became the staple of the Dutch diet. 
Food was rationed and a black market quick- 
ly developed. Mr. Vanderpol said his mother, 
stomach rumbling, pushed a cart full of pos- 
sessions three hours each way to barter 
socks, clothes and trinkets for dinner. 

As the war progressed, the rations became 

smaller and after defiant workers organized 


a strike in 1948, the Germans tried to starve 
the Dutch into cooperative submission. 

“Just to give you an idea of how bad” it 
became, said Mr. Vanderpol, “our official 
food rationing was one potato a week and 
that potato was a Polish potato that had been 
on the train for weeks.” 

Once, to get food, Mr. Vanderpol said he 
faked an ulcer by drinking coffee all night 
and sucking blood into his stomach from a 
cut on his finger. “The doctor couldn’t 
believe how sick I was and gave me triple 
rations for a month,” he said. 

The wood and fuel needed to cook meals 
was just as difficult to come by. Because cut- 
ting down a tree was a capital crime, people 
would tear apart railroad tracks and gather 
wood during the night. 

Mr. Vanderpol said, “After the war you 
saw homes where you couldn't go up to the 
second floor because they used the stairs for 
fire wood.” 

The artful dodger 

It was by grabbing wood that Mr. Vander- 
pol earned his keep in the Dutch under- 
ground. 

Mr. Vanderpol went into hiding after the 
Germans instituted a mandatory draft for all 
Dutch men aged 16 to 60. According to Mr. 
Vanderpol, people realized the Nazis were 
using Dutch soldiers as a human buffer 
between their forces and the Allied front. 

The choice was to die quickly in battle, to 
die slowly in a work camp, or to become one 
of history’s only socially-acceptable draft 
dodgers. 

Mr. Vanderpol chose the last option, and 


spent most of the last two and a half year's of 


the war in a first-floor apartment with an 
elderly couple. 

“There was a joke in Holland that 50 per- 
cent of the Dutch were hiding the other 50 
percent,” he said. “The staple of the under- 
ground were people who usually had a fami- 
ly with a strong personality type that just 
couldn’t accept the horror show. 

“When the Jews were ordered to wear a 
star of David and not appear in public any- 


more, a lot of Dutch people got a star of 


David and went around so the Germans 
couldn’t figure out who was who,” he contin- 
ued. “It was a very new experience for the 
Dutch to tell us that we belonged to the super 
race. That never went over too well, except 
with the misfits.” 

While some members of the underground 
actively sought to undermine the Nazis, Mr. 
Vanderpol said his role was more passive, 
becoming “more and more ‘How do I sur- 
vive?’ ” 

He built a hiding place in the apartment’s 
eight-foot chimney and developed a tech- 
nique to avoid arousing German suspicion 
during night raids. When the Germans burst 
into a house the soldiers ran immediately to 
the beds to see how many were warm, and 
therefore, being slept in, said Mr. Vanderpol. 
To avoid being discovered, he put an extra 
sheet at one end of the bed and would pull 
that sheet over the warm sheet when the 
Germans began pounding on the door. He 
would then hide in the top of the chimney, 
pulling a stepladder in after him. 

“The art was how quickly you could do it, 
so I had it down to less than 60 seconds. It 
saved my life a few times,” he said. 

Once, however, the Germans had already 
opened the door before Mr. Vanderpol could

get to his chimney safe-house, 
Fortunately, the old school teach- 
er who rented the apartment 
argued with the Germans so long 
and so loudly that they never 
heard Mr. Vanderpol climb over 
the backyard fence and crash 
through the greenhouse ceiling 
on the other side. 

Final year 


Despite such moments of 


fright, for the most part the 
toughest enemy to fight was the 
endless sameness of each day, To 
pass time, Mr. Vanderpol said he 
taught himself American jazz on 
a neighbor’s piano by listening 
to an outlawed Boston radio sta- 
tion, 

“T had to deal with insanity 
because if you sit locked up, par- 
ticularly at that age, you start 
wondering what is this world” 


(about), he said. 

During the last year of the 
war, the mental strain became 
worse. 

“That last year we had starva- 
tion, you couldn’t buy clothes, 
(and there was no fuel), no soap, 
no medical drugs. I went to a 
dentist who had to foot pump a 
drill and worked without Novo- 
caine. He had to sterilize with a 
candle,” said Mr. Vanderpol. 

The Germans also were 
launching missiles from the 
Netherlands, but because the 
missiles were made with slave 
labor many were sabotaged. 

“Because of the sabotage a 
high percentage of them failed,” 
said Mr. Vanderpol. “The Ger- 
mans shot them toward the latter 
part of the war every 10 minutes. 
So toward the latter part of the 
war you had to listen to see if 
you were going to be blessed 
with that thing landing on your 
head.” 

On New Year’s Eve, 1944, a 
missile crashed on his block, 
blowing out all the windows in 
his apartment, he said. 

“So you can imagine how we 
felt when the Canadian army lib- 
erated the Netherlands,” he said. 
“It was almost beyond human 
absorption of emotions when it 
comes after all that suffering.” 

Nearly 50 years later, Mr. 
Vanderpol is speaking at schools 
and churches, asking people to 
think about how they can solve 
their problems and avoid future 
battles. 

“It’s not necessarily philo- 
sophical, it’s practical,” he said. 
“Tt’s a choice between hate and 
love. If you care for other people 
then you can find a solution. If 
you hate then the answer is vio- 
lence.” 

Mr. Vanderpol, a dog owner, 
said, “Every single day I appreci- 
ate being able to walk without 
looking over my shoulder.” And 
he still finishes everything on 


his plate.

Three former members of 
the School Committee added 
to the mystery this week by

School to three. 

“T think there’s enough going on 
here,” said Marge Dennis, of Orchard 
Crossing, and a member of the School 
Building Committee. “This is a school 
~not a recreation facility.” 

South School students also want to 
keep their forest. Several fourth- 
graders already began writing letters 
to town officials, Others distributed 
brochures to hundreds of homes in the 
area 

“We enjoy the trails a lot,” said 
South School students Ross Trainor 
and Stuart Smilowitz. “It'd be a big loss 
if the trails were destroyed.” 

None of the residents at the meeting 
denied the need for more fields. 

“The fields are very much needed 
said Ms. Siegel. She would like to see 
the fields placed at an alternate site 
though, possibly the Essex gravel pit 
located less than .5 miles away from 
South School. 

The two soccer fields and a soft- 
ball/Little League field were approved 
at Town Meeting at a cost of $384,000. 
An amendment — giving town officials 
90 days to decide where the fields will 
be placed —- was approved by voters 
after residents questioned “clear cut- 
ting” the South School forest for fields. 

Soccer and baseball representatives 
agreed then that the South School for- 
est is not the only answer. 

“We currently use every field that is 
available to us,” said Dan Cote, presi- 
dent of Andover Soccer Assoc. “We're 
not partial to the site. There’s a need 
for these fields.” 

Town response 

No formal plans on fields at South 
School were submitted to town plan- 
ners, who were unable to attend the 
meeting because of previously sched- 
wed hearings. But with the informa- 
tion they do have, planners are con- 
cerned that the many depressions on 
the site and drainage constraints could 
increase costs. 

“Tt would take a lot of earth work,” 
Steve Colyer, planning director, said of 
the leveling needed to prepare the site 
for fields. Water run-off from the South 
School area currently drains through 
the large depression at the center of the 
site, he said. Taking trees from the site 
would affect that drainage. Adding 
three fields to the site might also 
require a new or modified special per- 
mit, said Mr. Colyer. 

Gravel pit still an option 

Located down a steep embankment 
at the end of the Recreation Park road- 
way, Essex gravel pit is a possible loca- 
tion for the playing fields. 

Currently under the jurisdiction of 
the Conservation Commission, the 
area was previously excavated for 
gravel and used by the Department of 
Public Works for dumping. Because of 
the altered condition of the land, it’s 
not particularly desirable as conserva- 
tion land and would be better used to 
extend Rec Park facilities, according to 
town officials. 

The ComsCom purchased the pit 
about 20 years ago, “with a clear under-

Students want to 
save the forest too 


Students and former students 
from South School are very active in 
the effort to save the forest. Criss- 
crossed by trails, the area is heavily 
used by the children for walks, hikes, 
biking and winter sledding. 

Elliot Siegel, a fifth-grader, and 
Mark Outwin, now a sixth-grader at 
Doherty Middle School, willingly 
give tours of the forest to town offi- 
cials. Most recently, they took Tina 
Girdwood, School Committee mem- 
ber, through the forest. To the delight 
of the boys, that tour included meet- 
ing some of the forest’s residents, 
including a mouse and a snake. 

Fourth-graders at the school began 
a letter-writing campaign on their 
own, “Many of the children seriously 
object to the decimation of their for- 
est,” said Diane Hender, of Millstone 
Circle. “This is their opportunity to 
get out of the classroom and study 
nature.” 

The forest is dedicated in the 
memory of Daniel Santore, a student 
at South School. Daniel died after 
being struck by a car while on his 
newspaper route. “Besides what we'd 
lose nature-wise, (the forest) is dedi- 
cated to a former student who passed 
away,” said Michelle Crispo, a high 
school student who formerly attend- 
ed South School. “It would be a blow 
to the boy’s memory.” 


standing that it would later be used for 
recreation,” said Bob Pustell, commis- 
sion chairman. 

The state even refused to match 
funds for the purchase because of the 
plans to use the land for recreation, he 
said. 

Since the purchase, nothing has 
been able to grow in the pit’s plain, 
sandy soil. “The gravel pit’s an eye- 
sore,” Mr. Pustell said of the level, tree- 
less property. The present commission 
would probably not object to transfer- 
ring the land for recreational purposes, 
he said. 

Access to the pit is possible through 
a town-owned paved roadway off

Woburn Street. 

The gravel pit was the subject of var- 
ious reconstruction proposals over the 
past several years. Most recently, 
transferring of the pit from ConsCom 
to the Board of Selectmen — to allow 
construction of three ballfields and a 
parking lot — appeared as a prelimi- 
nary warrant article for April Town 
Meeting. The article was withdrawn at 
the Feb. 27 selectmen’s meeting 
because of costs to develop the proper- 
ty, estimated at $1.5 million. 

Land is also available for the fields 
at Sanborn School and at the intersec- 
tion of Cross Street and High Plain 
Road. 

Both sites are under the jurisdiction 
of the School Committee. Originally set 
aside for possible school building or 
expansion, each site has about 40 to 50 
acres of land available. Three playing 
fields would require about 10 acres of 
land, according to Peg Campbell, 
Department of Community Services 
coordinator. 

Wetlands exist on both properties 


and may be a concern, according to 
town planners. 

Some residents at the meeting 
favored the Cross Street location. “Pe 
growth is in West Andover,” said 
David Starkweather, of Charlotte 
Drive. “If that’s were the growth is, 
that’s were the playing fields should 
be.” 

Residents suggested other possible 
solutions, including: 

¢ Reconfiguring and possibly fitting 
an additional field at Penguin Park; 

¢ Placing the fields at upper Rec 
Park, near the tennis courts; 

¢ Exclusively using the baseball field 
currently at Rec Park for Little League; 
¢ Rehabilitating the Chandler land 
fill. = 

Residents are planning a letter-writ- 
ing campaign and will circulate peti- 
tions throughout the area. 

No public hearing date has been set 
by town officials about the field propos- 
als. Selectmen expect to have an 
update at their next meeting, sched- 
uled for Monday, May 1.

Reminded 
of our 


vulnerability 


“Where there is hate, let us so 
love,” Philip Zader, Protestant chap- 
lain at Phillips Academy, quoted 
from the Bible while trying to make 
sense of the bombing in Oklahoma 
City. 

He was standing before 150 stu- 
dents, faculty, friends and neighbors 
at Samuel Phillips Hall Sunday 
evening at a student-organized vigil 
to commemorate the dead in that 
devastated city. 

“Blessed are those who mourn, for 
they shall be comforted,” Rev. Zader 
continued. 

It seems that the Phillips Acade- 
my students were comforted Sun- 
day. Even after the planned activi- 
ties were completed, kids stood 
around and talked, wanting to be 
together to talk. 

One student, Carolyn Lindley of 
New York City, said she was reading 
a list of the dead and when she real- 
ized she didn’t know anyone she 
said, “Thank God.” 

Another student, Hulda Grin of 
Grand Rapids, Mich., said she felt it 
would help if “everybody mourned 
together.” 

That is what we all are doing - 
mourning together. We are all vul- 
nerable, especially to the idea that 
we can’t protect our children all of 
the time. We are mourning for the 
time when we kept our doors 
unlocked, when churches and syna- 
gogues were open so a person could 
drop in anytime, night or day, for a 
moment’s peace and meditation. We 
are mourning for the peace of mind 
that would make it possible to drop 
off our children at daycare and not 
wonder if it would be the last time 
we will ever see them. We long for 
peace and the feeling of being safe.

Turning the power over to the kids

A friend who’s a student teacher 
sent me a message recently by e- 
mail. A wonderfully conscientious 
young woman, she said she’s having 
trouble turning 
on her fourth- 
grade charges, 
She isn’t reach- 
ing all of them, 
she said, and 
they don’t seem 
to be interested 
in the lessons 
she offers. 

While in 
Maine for a get- 
away weekend recently, I picked up 
CS. Lewis’s The Magician’s Nephew, 
the fantasy story of two young chil- 
dren who travel to magic lands by 
use of yellow and green rings. Some 
of its appeal to young readers, I imag- 
ine, is the power the two children 
have. They travel without adults, 
make life-death decisions by them- 
selves, and yet often behave like chil- 
dren, 

Remembering similar frustrations 
as my student-teacher friend when I 
was her age and student teaching, I 
wrote back and suggested turning 
the power back to the kids, 
,- Your lead teacher might not like 


it,” I warned, “because she might feel 
like you'll lose control of the class- 
room.” 

I suggested she ask the kids what 
they want to study. Stand at the 
blackboard and list scores of ideas, 
so at least some will seem feasible to 
you, too, I suggested. Then choose a 
few or one and get to work. Ask them 
what they want to know about the 
subject, and then start another list 
on how to get the information. 

Now you have a syllabus. Whatev- 
er it is you’re meant to be teaching 
them — math, science, writing, social 
studies — can be incorporated into 
the lesson plans. Just don’t tell them 
this is a lesson. 

Just like Andover’s proposed teen 
center, the more the kids design 
what they want to study, and partici- 
pate in the plans and problem-solv- 
ing, the more they will own it and 
stick with it and be turned on by it. 
It's called turning the power over to 
the kids. If the teens are responsible 
for building a teen center, they’ll pro- 
tect it and use it. If my friend’s 
fourth-graders design their lessons, 
they’ll participate in them and learn 
more, 

I tried to do that the first day of 
school every year I taught first 
grade. “What would you like to learn 


to read today?” I’d ask the kids. 

“We can’t read,” at least one 
would say. 

“Sure you can,” I’d say. “What’s 
your dog’s name?” 

“Fred,” he’d answer, 

“OK. F-R-E-D,” I'd write in big 
block letters on the blackboard. 

“Now, who can read that word?” 

The next day I’d write F-R-E-D on 
the blackboard again and guess 
what? The whole class knew what it 
said. 

Now I'd like to end this column 
right there. But in all honesty, I 
can't. 

“I loved your teaching sugges- 
tions,” my friend e-mailed me back. 
“I've been trying to give the kids 
more power about deciding what 
they want to learn. You’re right, 
though, my lead teacher doesn’t like 
it very much. She’s been teaching for 
32 years and though she tries some 
new techniques, she hasn't let g0 of 
the idea of the teacher as an all- 
knowing, almost god-like figure, As a 
result , the kids also seem more com- 
fortable with the teacher as the pow- 
er-holder. 

“They've learned to just play the 
game: the teacher knows all the 
answers, sometimes she lets us guess

The vote was not 
against youth 


Editor, Townsman: 

On Wednesday, April 12, following 
the Town Meeting vote on the proposed 
teen center at the Rec Park location, I 


sent the following letter to each of 


these people and agencies: Bill Fahey, 
Youth Services coordinator; Peggy 
Campbell, Community Services; Brian 
Major; town manager; Board of Select- 
men; Finance Committee; Planning 
Board. 

I do not stand alone as a “NIMBY” 
South Andoverite who is willing to 
find an effective teen center option for 
our youth. The Rec Park location con- 
tinues to be seriously flawed as a site 
for all the reasons explored before 
Town Meeting, including safety and 
accessibilty. 

The teen center vote at Town Meet- 
ing was neither a victory for anyone 
nor a loss for everyone. It was a man- 
date to carefully and thoroughly devel- 
op an acceptable alternative option. 
The vote was against the single option 
offered, not against either our youth or 
a center for them. The followup vote to 
work as a community to find a way 
was unanimously in favor. A further 
mandate to support our teens. 

In my own presentation, I began by 
saying I was in favor of a teen center. I 
do not believe in lip service. I believe 
in action-backing conviction. I said fur- 
ther that I had begun a discussion with 
our town manager to explore the 
option developed by Lawrence, Kansas. 
I intend to follow through on that pro- 
cess, Ultimately it may not be the right 
answer, But for now it is an option that 
may lead to one that does become 
acceptable. I intend to keep an open 
mind with my sight on the final goal of 
an actual, long-term workable teen cen- 
ter for Andover. 

I spoke with others last night who 
spoke against the Rec Park location. 
They, too, share my point of view. Our 
commitment was not to take away 
from our teens, but to see that they 
developed an option or, as with Article 
26, a series of options that meet the 
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multiple needs of teens and taxpayers. 

I would urge those teens who are 
graduating not to look at April 10 as a 
loss or failure but as the ultimate 
beginning of the process (often longer 
and harder than ever thought possible) 
that led to the first successful Andover 
teen center. 

You have my vote, my support, and 
my commitment to see that the process 
I've begun with the Lawrence, Kan., 
teen center is explored to a thorough 
conclusion. I do hope and trust that 
this offer becomes one of many to make 
your real “dream” a reality.

Would you pay $10 to 
support youth center?

I am a senior citizen whose four 
children attended Andover public 
schools years ago. I have long sympa- 
thized with today’s Andover teen-agers 
since there is really nothing for them 
to do in town. We seniors may need 
more and better space, but at least we 
have something and even Lawrence 
has a Boys Club. Incidentally I agree 
with those who do not favor Recreation 
Park. Not only is it relatively inaccessi- 
ble but given the current level of van- 
dalism, it would soon become “Wreck 
Park.” 

One suggestion would be to build 
directly behind West Middle School. 
This would only sacrifice a few tennis 
courts, which are often in disrepair 
anyway. The location is easily accessi- 
ble, the youngsters are on the grounds 
every school day, playing fields and 
other tennis courts are available and 
vandalism could be more easily con- 
trolled. 

The teen-agers seem to be willing to 
put a good deal of effort into working 
and soliciting donations, so I have a 
suggestion.

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Track teams ace Tewksbury; squads earn three wins

The Andover High boys and girls spring 
track and field teams remained undefeated 

in dual meets, both improving to 3-0-0, with 
Merrimack Valley Conference crossover 
inter-division victories against host Tewks- 
bury High last week at the Center School 
oval. The AHS boys had the tougher time, 
needing several key first place finishes and 
a double win from senior Scott Savage to 
pull out a 76-69 triumph. 

The defending Large School Division 
champion Lady Warriors, with Jamie Bar- 
ron sidelined once again, still rolled to an 
81-55 decision. 

The AHS boys also placed fourth, in a 
field of more than 30 schools, at the annual 
Haverhill Invitational last weekend. 

Mike Marcinonis was the lone individu- 
al winner for the Golden Warriors, who fin- 
ished just one point out of second place. 

Both Andover teams were expected to 
face stern tests yesterday in dual meets 
against likewise undefeated (3-0-0) Large 
School rival Lowell High at Cawley Stadi- 
um in Lowell. 

Andover hosts the State Class B Relays 
on Saturday (10 a.m.) at the Lovely Field 
oval, and next Wednesday the locals hit the 
road again for dual meets at Chelmsford 
High (3:30 p.m.).

The Golden Warriors placed first in 
eight of the 17 events, sweeping the pole 
vault, and first places by Jon Hall in the 
high jump (on fewer misses) and Mike Mar- 
cinonis in the long jump (by one inch) were 
crucial to the victory. 

Andover outscored Tewksbury 38-25 in 
tkm seven field events, while the Redmen 
held a 44-38 edge in the 10 running events. 

Scott Savage registered his double in the 
triple jump (40’ 10-1/2”) and 110-meter high 
hurdles (15.6), and he also grabbed a third 
place in the long jump. 

Senior Mike Marcinonis soared 20'6” in 
the long jump to edge past Tewksbury dou- 
ble winner Dan Clark (100 meter dash, 300

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Equity funds stage strongest quarter in more than 
two years; Lipper Growth Fund Index hits all time high 


General equity funds surged an 
average 7,16% in the first quarter of 
1995, according to Lipper Analytical 
Services, rebounding sharply from 
last year's flat performance and 
putting in the strongest increase 
since the fourth quarter of 1992. 
Among domestically invested funds, 
gains were widespread as every U.S.- 
focused investment objective moved 
higher except real estate. 

“We're in a period of lower interest 
rates, increasing money supply and 
good corporate earnings,” said A. 
Michael Lipper, president of Lipper 
Analytical Services. “All these factors 
are driving stock prices higher but, 
perhaps most important, we’ve had a 
number of shocks to the system and 
still the market hasn’t gone down. 

“The internal structure of the mar- 
ket appears to be stronger than a lot 
of people expected.” 

The Lipper Growth Fund Index 
reached a new record high during the 
first quarter, gaining 7.23%. The 
Index has now risen for almost four 
and a half years without a 10% cor- 
rection, moving 95.02% higher since 
Oct.11, 1990. This is the longest 
expansion in the Index’s 35-year his- 
tory and its duration makes analysts 
wonder how much further the bull 
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market can run, 

Indeed, the first quarter rally con- 
tains at least one important charac- 
teristic suggesting a market of disbe- 
lief. The strongest general equity 
group was S&P 500 Index funds 
which gained an average 9.59%. That 
was nearly double the return for the 
average small company fund which 
rose 5.57%. Investors often buy the 
big name, highly liquid securities 
found in the S&P rather than small 
stocks when they are concerned a 
rally will not last. 

“Nothing lasts forever,” notes Mr, 
Lipper. “We continue to be concerned 
with the length of the market’s rise.” 

Overall, the strongest investment 
objective in the quarter was 
health/biotechnology which posted 
the only double-digit gain, rising 
10.26%. The group was helped by the 
introduction of new products, contin- 
uing merger activity and the weak- 
ness of the U.S.dollar which made 
overseas earnings worth more when 
brought back to the United States in 
dollars. 

Financial services also enjoyed a 
strong quarter, moving 7.938% higher. 
Lower interest rates helped the 
group’s investments in both banks 
and securities firms.

years, domestic and international 
funds have gone in different direc- 
tions during just one calendar year, 
1992. One would suspect, if historical 
patterns resume, either domestic 
funds would cool off or international 
ones would heat up or, perhaps, some 
combination of both. 


Latin American funds, on the other 
hand, endured the most difficult 
quarter, dropping -30.38% as the 
Mexican peso crisis spread through- 
out the region. This is the second con- 
secutive quarter the group has fin- 
ished on the bottom and the fifth 
time in the last 12 quarters. 
Diversified emerging markets funds 
fell -11.22%. 

Japanese funds also suffered loss- 
es, dropping an average -8.83%. 
Markets in that country were slowed 
by the strength in the yen which 
hurts exporters and by weakness in 
the financial sector.

The divergence between interna- 
tional and U.S. invested funds is 
striking, while virtually every domes- 
tic fund group rose during the quar- 
ter, almost every international objec- 
tive fell except European and global 
funds. The average European fund 
gained 2.387%, while global funds, 
which can also invest domestically, 
moved 0.04% higher. The split is 
extremely rare.

Matthew P. Fink, president of the 
Investment Company Institute, told 
the House Subcommittee on Capital 
Markets, Securities and GSEs that if 
Congress decides to act on financial 
Services reform legislation, it should 
be guided by four fundamentals 

¢ Revise the Glass-Steagall Act to 
grant banks full securities powers. 

¢ Amend the Bank Holding 
Company Act to allow for a full “two 
Way street” that permits securities 
firms to enter the banking business. 

¢ Give the Securities and 
Exchange Commission full and pri 
mary jurisdiction over bank securities 
activities, 

¢ Amend the Investment Company 
Act of 1940 to provide uniform treat- 
ment for all mutual fund sharehold- 
ers, regardless of whether they invest 
through a securities firm or through 
a bank. 

Perhaps the most significant 
change in the nation’s financial mar- 
kets has been the shift from bank 
and thrift loans to the capital mar- 
kets as a source of financing for busi- 
ness, households and government, 
Mr. Fink said. The growth of mutual 
funds has been part of that move- 
ment. 

The shift, Mr, Fink pointed out, 
has been the result of positive, funda- 


mental economic forces that have 
increased the efficiency of the finan- 
cial system and lowered the cost of 
financing American enterprise. But 
the shifting financial landscape has 
not harmed the banking industry 
because banks have become active 
participants in the capital markets, 


And the growth of mutual funds 
has made them an Important source 
of capital: for businesses that issue 
equity and debt; state and local gov- 
ernments that issue municipal bonds; 
and for homeowners who benefit from 
a greater availability of financing 
because of securitized mortgage 
loans, 

Although many factors have 
played a part in the growth of the 
mutual fund industry in recent 
decades, the most important is the 
public's confidence in mutual funds. 
That confidence is the result of the 
stringent regulatory environment in 
which mutual funds operate, and 
that is why all mutual fund activities, 
whether conducted by an investment 
counseling firm, a broker-dealer, an 


insurance company, a bank, or any 
other entity, should continue to be 
regulated by the SEC under federal 
securities laws, Mr, Fink said, 


The Investment Company Institute 
1s the national association of the 
investment company industry. The 
Institute’s members include 5,510 
mutual funds, 471 closed-end invest- 
ment companies, and 12 sponsors of 
unit trusts. The Institute’s mutual 
fund members have assets of $2.2 tril- 
lion, accounting for about 95% of total 
industry assets, and serve more than 
38 million individual shareholders. 


Give banks full mutual fund 
powers, institute says 


Congress should eliminate the 
remaining barriers to banks’ full par- 
ticipation in the mutual fund busi- 
ness, affirm the Securities and 
Exchange Commission’s primary 
authority over banks’ mutual fund 
activities, and, at the same time, 
establish competitive equality 
between banks and securities firms 
by amending the Bank Holding 
Company Act to allow securities 
firms to enter the banking business, 
Investment Company Institute 
President Matthew P. Fink said 
recently, 

Testifying before the House 
Committee on Banking and Financial 
Services on the “Financial Services 
Competitiveness Act of 1995” (H.R. 
1062), Mr. Fink pointed out that, 


although the bill contains provisions 
the Institute strongly supports, it 
does not address the important addi- 
tional need to establish a “two-way- 
street” for securities firms wishing to 
enter commercial banking. Under 
H.R. 1062, securities firms would 
only be able to acquire insured banks 
by divesting their non-financial busi- 
nesses within five years. “This 
approach would introduce a clear 
competitive inequity,” he said, “All 
banks could enter the securities busi- 
ness, but many of the nation’s securi- 
ties firms could not enter the banking 
business.” 

Mr. Fink expressed the mutual 
fund industry association's support 
for those provisions which would 
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hanks to falling interest 
rates, bond funds rebounded 
sharply in the first quarter of 
1995, according to Lipper 
Analytical Services.

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_ When braving mutual funds, know thyself 
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Wimp or wild thing? 

If you are like a lot of mutual-fund 
investors, you don’t know how much 
risk you are taking with your portfo 
lio. Yet risk should be a critical con 
sideration for every fund investor. 

You have to take some risk, by 
investing in stock and bond funds, if 
you are going to carn inflation-beat 
ing returns over the long haul. But if 
you take too much risk, you might 
panic during a market downdraft and 
end up selling your investments at 
fire-sale prices. 

To figure out whether you are tak- 
ing the right amount of risk, your 
best bet is to use some of the sophisti- 
cated analytical tools favored by 
investment experts and finance pro- 
fessors. But if you don’t happen to 
have these tools lying around the 
house, try our five-step mutual-fund- 
risk quiz instead, 

Begin by taking a close look at 
your asset allocation, That's the way 
you split your money among stock 
funds, bond funds, money-market 
funds and hard assets, This final cat- 
egory includes funds specializing in 
gold, energy and real-estate securi- 
ties. 

Your mutual-fund portfolio’s short- 
term price swings, as well as its long 
term results, depend heavily on your 
asset allocation. In fact, academic 
studies suggest that more than 90% 
ofa portfolio’s return is determined 
by its broad mix of stocks, bonds and 
cash investments such as money-mar- 
ket funds. 

Want to ramp up your portfolio’s 
long-run results? Cut back on bonds 
and money funds and boost your 
stock holdings. Indeed, if you're say- 
ing for retirement and you won't need 
your money for 10 years or more, a 
big helping of stock funds is probably 
a good idea, But investing in stocks 
also exposes you to sharp short-term

market swings. As a result, you may 
want to favor money funds and short- 
er-term bonds if you think you'll need 
your money in the next few years. 

After considering your asset alloca- 
tion, take a look at your stock-market 
diversification. Owning stocks is 
risky, but you can reduce that risk by 
spreading your money across three 
broad sectors: large-company stocks, 
small-company stocks and foreign 
stocks. 

Diversifying abroad is especially 
important, says Scott Lummer, a 
managing director at Chicago's 
Ibbotson Associates, He says 
investors could put a third of their 
stock-market money into foreign 
stocks, and still be well diversified. 
“Diversifying into small stocks also 
helps, but diversifying into interna- 
tional is a much bigger deal,” Mr. 
Lummer argues, 

Even if you own large, small and 
foreign stocks, don’t get complacent, 
says Don Phillips, publisher of 
Morningstar Mutual Funds, a 
Chicago newsletter. You may own a 
small-stock fund, a blue-chip fund 
and a foreign-stock fund, but all three 
could be pursuing similar strategies, 

“If you've got managers in those 
three sectors who are all overweight- 
ing technology or who are all over- 
weighting health-care, you’re not 
nearly as diversified as you think,” 
Mr. Phillips says. 

Next, examine your bond funds. 
Most bond-fund investors are big 
holders of high-quality U.S. corporate 
and government bond funds, But as 
investors found out in 1994, even 
these funds can suffer sharp short- 
term losses if interest rates rise 
sharply. 

How can you reduce that risk? 
Consider buying high-quality bond 
funds that own short- and intermedi- 
ate-term bonds, because these funds 
don’t get hit so hard by rising rates 
Also try diversifying your bond port- 
folio, so that you own not only high- 
quality bonds but also more exotic 
securities such as high-yield junk 
bonds and foreign bonds. 

If you already own foreign stocks 
and you are looking to diversify your 
bond portfolio, consider skipping for 
eign bonds and instead buying a mix 
of U.S. high-quality bonds and junk 
bonds. A key advantage of foreign 
bond investing is the currency diver

“youve already got t 
sification benefit,” Mr, Lummer says 
What about hard assets? Owning a

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| The quiz below will help you get 
a handle on your mutual-fund port- 
folio’s risk level.

What percentage of your mutual- 
fund portfolio is in bonds and 
stocks?

But rising inflation often bol- 
sters the price of gold, energy and 
real-estate securities, thus providing 
some gains to offset the losses suf- 
fered elsewhere in your portfolio, 
Peter Van Dyke, a portfolio manag- 
er with T. Rowe Price Associates, a 
Baltimore fund group, says you 


shouldn't put more than 5% to 10% of 


your entire portfolio into a hard-asset 
fund, If you are looking just fora 
diversification play, he reckons your 
best bet is probably a pure gold fund. 
Gold funds tend to respond swiftly 


to changes in the inflation rate. Other 


hard-asset funds are more inclined to 
perform in line with the broad stock 
market, so that they are less effective 
in diversifying a stock portfolio

Even at 45, saving for retirement 
is possible if you know the trick

“SE “yp” ou're 45 years old. You've 

&/ never saved a penny in 
your life. Yet you would 
like to retire someday. 

Utterly hopeless? Not at all, I'm 
happy to report. While retiring is 
clearly a lot easier if you begin sock- 
ing away money in your 20s and 30s, 
it is far from impossible if you do 
start late. 

The trick? You have to save like 
crazy and invest heavily in the stock 
market, just like all the retirement 
guides tell you. But for those playing 
catchup, the key is to stay flexible on 
your retirement age and be prepared 
to invest aggressively even after you 
leave the work force. 

“We always talk about the need to 
start early,” says Steven Norwitz, a 
vice president with T. Rowe Price 
Associates, the Baltimore fund com- 
pany. “But even late starters can 
achieve a reasonable retirement 
income if they pursue an aggressive 
investment program and show some 
ironclad discipline.” 

For proof, imagine you have just 
turned 45, you have no retirement 
savings, you won't get a company 
pension and you want to retire on 
your 65th birthday. How much do you 
have to save? First, we need to make 
some assumptions. 

Let’s suppose you'll need between 
70% and 80% of your current salary — 
adjusted for any increases in the cost 
of living — to live decently in retire- 
ment. Thus, if you currently earn 
$50,000, your goal might be $37,000 
in annual retirement income, 

Social Security will get you part of 
the way there. For those who take 
their benefits starting at age 65, 
Social Security this year will pay a 
maximum of more than $13,000 to

¢ 95 points or more: You're an 
aggressive investor, which isn’t a bad 
thing, as long as you’ve got a long 
time horizon and a strong stomach 
for risk.

Finally, we have to make some 
investment assumptions. Let’s say 
you keep 80% of your money in stocks 
and 20% in bonds until you retire, 
and that you earn returns that match 
the historical averages. After you quit 
the work force, you slice your stock 
position to 80% and bolster your 
bonds to 70%. 


Result? I'm afraid 
it’s not too encourag- 
ing. T. Rowe Price 
figures you need to 
save 21.5% of your 
gross salary every 
year between now 
and age 65. While 
that’s not impossi- 
ble, after a while 
you'd probably get 
sick of bologna sand- 
wiches, 


But don’t give up 

hope. Instead, con- 

sider what happens 
if you change the assumptions slight- 
ly. 


Suppose you stick with your job for 
a few extra years or work part-time 
in the early years of retirement. With 
many folks living well into their 80s, 
you could still end up with a very 
lengthy retirement. And by staying in 
the work force longer, you slash the 
amount you need to save. For 
instance, if you push back your 
retirement to your 67th birthday, you

¢ 75 to 94 points: With your port- 
folio, you’ve got to be prepared for 
some wrenching short-term losses. 
But over periods of five years or 
longer, you should earn decent 
returns. Indeed, you’ve got just the 
sort of score that should be rung up 
by committed long-term investors, 
who are saving for their own retire- 
ment or their toddlers’ college educa- 
tion. 


¢ 50 to 74 points: With this sort 
of score, you've probably got a bal- 


anced portfolio that includes a decent 
mix of stocks and bonds.

would need to save a more manage- 
able 17.3% of your salary each year 
for the next 22 years. 


On the other hand, you might real- 
ly want to retire at 65. If that’s the 
case, think about investing more 
aggressively after you leave the work 
force. If you're willing to hold a mix of 
60% stocks and 40% bonds in retire- 
ment, you can trim your annual sav- 
ings rate for the next 20 years to 
18.7%. 


If that still sounds like a lot, you 
could pursue both strategies, pushing 
back your retirement to age 67 while 
also investing more aggressively after 
retirement. With that strategy, you 
would need to save just 15.2% of your 
salary each year, 


“If you don’t think you can save 
15%, start with 5%,” says Robert 
Bingham, an investment adviser with 
San Francisco's Bingham, Osborn & 
Scarborough. “Once you start, you 
may find that saving the money is 
easier than you think.” 


Moreover, you e likely to get some 
help from both your company and 
Uncle Sam. If your employer doesn’t 
have a traditional pension plan, it 
probably offers a self-managed retire- 
ment plan such as a 401(k) or (b) 
plan, where your employer matches 
all or part of your contributions. In 
addition, retirement-plan contribu- 
tions typically come out of pretax 
income, thus reducing your tax bite 
and making it easier to save the 
money. 


Still think it’s impossible to save 
all that money? Consider the alterna- 
tive, “You could end up spending your 
golden years working under the gold- 
en arches,” says Jonathan Pond, a 
financial planner in Watertown, 
Mass, But there is a silver lining, he 
adds. “Free food.” 


* Less than 25 points: You may 
not realize it, but you’re taking a 
huge amount of risk. You’ve got a lot 
of your portfolio in bonds and money- 
market funds, which means there’s 
no way that you'll lose a big chunk of 
your portfolio in tomorrow’s market 
crash. But there’s every chance you'll 
wake up 20 years from now and find 
that inflation and taxes have been 
just as devastating. Only those who 
need their money in the next three or 
four years should score below 25 
points, 
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If market-timers are so smart, why 
aren't they rich? 

Market-timing involves jumping in 
and out of stocks, in an effort to catch 
bull markets but sidestep crashes. 
After a year of market turmoil, it 
might seem like a wonderful strategy. 

There’s just one problem, While 
timing may help to ease the pain of a 
bear market, it sure isn’t the road to 
riches, Indeed, I believe you would 
get better returns by simply buying 
and holding a collection of well-run 
stock mutual funds 

And yet a lot of us are closet mar- 
ket-timers. We call ourselves long- 
term investors. But we get antsy 
when the markets get rough, so we 
sell some of our stocks, figuring we'll 
be able to buy back later at lower 
prices, 

Don’t bank on it. 

° Beating the bears 

Kven some market-timers will tell 
you that timing isn’t principally 
about beating the market. It’s about 
controlling risk. 

For instance, listen to Paul 
Merriman, a Seattle money manager 
who runs five market-timing mutual 


funds. “I’ve looked at hundreds and 
hundreds of market-timing systems,” 
Mr. Merriman says. “The reality is 
that they underperform bull markets 
but they outperform bear markets. 
And overall, most of them lag the 
market slightly.” 

Or listen to Linda Ferentchak, 
spokeswoman for the Society of Asset 
Allocators and Fund Timers, a 
Denver group that represents more 
than 100 investment advisers. | 
phoned and asked her whether any- 
body had got filthy rich by timing the 
market. 

Ms. Ferentchak laughed. “As far as 
anybody getting fabulously rich, | 
doubt it. Our membership looks at 
(market timing) as a risk-manage- 
ment technique. We're trying to get 
something very close to market 
returns, or slightly better.” 

Unfortunately, even that goal has 
proved elusive. Morningstar Mutual 
Funds, a Chicago newsletter, reckons 
there are nine market-timing stock 
funds that have been around for the 
five years ended in December. The 
funds have returned an average of 
7.2% a year, compared with an aver- 
age of 9% for all diversified U.S. stock 
funds. 
¢ Newsletter’s performance 

The story is equally grim when it 
comes to market-timing newsletters. 
Hulbert Financial Digest, which

keeps tabs on the newsletter crowd, 
figures the market-timers have 
returned an ayerage of 7.1% a year 
for the five years ended Novy. 30, com- 
pared with 8.9% for the Wilshire 
5000-stock index 

But even if timing can’t generate 
market-beating results, it’s still a 
valuable service, insist the timers. 
How come? Many investors, they cor- 
rectly point out, are too skittish to 
stay fully invested in stocks through 
a prolonged bear market. These ner- 
vous investors end up dumping their 
stocks at fire-sale prices, thus locking 
in their losses. 

“The fact of the matter is that peo- 
ple become scared at the bottom and 
way too greedy at the top,” says 
Douglas Fabian, editor of Fabian 
Investment Resources, a market-tim- 
ing newsletter. 

So what can you expect from mar- 
ket timing? “A reasonable expectation 
with market timing is that you'll per- 


form at the averages, or a little below, 


with less risk,” Mr. Fabian says. 

That’s about what investors have 
got from Mr, Fabian’s newsletter. 
Following the advice in Fabian 
Investment Resources would have 
generated a return of 14.4% a year 
since June 1980, when Hulbert first 
started tracking newsletter perfor- 
mance, compared with 13.8% for the 
Wilshire 5000. 


A modest success? Actually, Fabian 
Investment Resources ranks as the 
top timer for the past 14 years, beat- 
ing out 10 other newsletters. 
Moreover, only two of these other 10 
managed to outpace the Wilshire 
5000. 
¢ Trading and taxes 

The bottom line? Market-timing 
may indeed allow you to miss part of 
a bear market. But you'll probably 
lag behind the market averages, 
you'll do a fair amount of trading, 
and you'll have to deal with the asso- 
ciated tax hassles. And, of course, 
you'll also have to live with the risk 
that your favorite market-timer could 
lose his knack and leave you lan- 
guishing in cash the next time stocks 
roar ahead. 

If you’re nervous about the market, 
my advice is to consider other risk- 
reduction strategies. Like what? You 
can damp the gyrations in your port- 
folio’s value by spreading your money 
across a slew of stocks and a variety 
of stock market sectors. 


You can also lower your portfolio’s 
risk level by keeping a small portion 
of your money in bonds and money- 
market funds. And consider using 
dollar-cost averaging, which involves 
investing a little bit every month. All 
these strategies can help make stock 
investing a little more bearable.

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What should you do with your 
investments in 1995? The same 
things you should have done last 
year. 

‘To make money in the markets, 
you've got to learn to ignore the daily 
turmoil and, instead, act like a long- 
term investor. Here are my 10 rules 
of thumb for those who need a hand: 

¢ Get time on your side: Start 
investing now, because the sooner you 
start, the more likely you are to earn 
healthy, inflation-beating returns. 

For instance, if you invest $1,000 
and make 10% a year, you'll have 
$28,000 after 35 years. But if you 

, delay by just three years, so that you 
invest for only 32 years, your earn- 
ings will be trimmed by $7,000. 

e Aim before you fire: Decide 
what you're saving for, because it 
makes a big difference in how you 
handle your money. If you plan to buy 
a car or make a down payment on a

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house in the next two years, stick 
with “cash” investments such as cer- 
tificates of deposit and money-market 
funds. 

But if you're investing for distant 
goals like your toddler’s college costs 
or your own retirement, you can be 
far more aggressive, by putting a big- 
ger chunk of your money into stocks 
and bonds, And don’t presume you 
should be superconservative just 
because you are retired. After all, if 
you leave the work force at age 65, 
you might be looking at a 25-year 


retirement, which is plenty of time to 
earn decent money in stocks and 
bonds, 

¢ Make it a habit: Invest at least 
$50 or $100 every month. If you regu- 
larly sock away money, market dips 
become opportunities rather than 
crises, because you know your next 
investment will buy stocks and bonds 
at cheaper prices. 

¢ Take stock: Over long periods, 
stocks will outpace bonds, and bonds 
will outperform cash. You’re a long- 
term investor who wants superior 


returns? The most sure-fire strategy 
is to keep as much of your money in 

stocks as you possibly can. With the 

money you don’t put into stocks, con- 
sider buying bonds instead. 

¢ Spread it around: Last year 
was a rotten year for stocks. Not so 
1993, when the Dow Jones Industrial 
Average gained almost 14%. But even 
in a boom year like 1993, a third of 
all stocks lost money. 

The moral is to spread your stock- 
market money among at least 20 dif- 
ferent companies in a variety of 
industries, so you don’t get hurt by 
one or two rotten stocks. The easiest 
way to get that diversification is to 
buy a few mutual funds. 

¢ Keep it simple: Limited part- 
nerships? Bond derivatives? Options 
and futures? If you don’t understand 
it, don’t buy it. Lots of investors have 
done just fine by sticking with simple 
investments like Treasury notes and 
bonds, mutual funds and blue-chip 
stocks. 

¢ Settle for average: Most pro- 
fessional and amateur investors fail 
to beat the market averages. Want to

be a winner? The easiest route is to 
buy index funds. These funds aim to 
match the performance of the market 
averages, which means they do a lot 
better than most investors. 

¢ Consider the costs: You can’t 
control whether the markets go up or 
down. So focus instead on something 
you can control, like your investment 
costs. 

Consider using a discount broker, 
trading infrequently, buying mutual 
funds with thrifty annual expenses 
and avoiding funds that charge sales 
commissions. 

¢ Elude the tax man: The biggest 
investment cost of all is taxes. What 
should you do? Your best bet is to 
make full use of tax-deferred retire- 
ment accounts like 401(k) plans, 
Keoghs and individual retirement 


accounts, 

What about your taxable account? 
You can delay capital-gains taxes by 
hanging onto your winning invest- 
ments longer.
